Dear Sir: 

Applicants respectfully request the Office reconsider its determination of the PTA. 
Applicants in the most part agree with the Office's calculation. However, Applicants believe that 
there is an error in the PTA calculated by the USPTO, and that the PTA should be 1 1 1 days less 
than printed on the face of the issued patent, as the Office apparently awarded overlapping PTA 
under 35 USC §§ 154(b)(2)(A) and (B). 

• Applicants were granted the § 1 54(b)(2)(A) 1 1 1 day adjustment in a prior-filed 
petition for a PTO delay from July 5. 2008 to October 24. 2008 (111 days). 

• The Office apparently calculated the § 1 54(b)(2)(B) delay as 1 055 days, starting 
from July 30, 2006 to June 19. 2009 (3 yr.+l day until the filing of the RCE). 

Therefore, the granted 1 1 1-day adjustment appears to be overlapping with § 154(b)(2)(B) delay 
awarded by the USPTO. Therefore, Applicants were apparently awarded an extra 1 1 1 days of 
PTA. Therefore, Applicants respectfully request the Office correct the PTA to be 1724 days in 
the Certificate of Correction for the above-referenced issued patent.

Request For Correction of PTA 

The following is presented in list format to supplement the previous discussion. 

( 1 ) This petition is being filed no later than two months after the issuance of the 
application, which issued on March 30, 2010. 

(2) This issue about overlapping granting of (A) and (B) could not be raised prior to the 
issuance of the patent. 

( 3 ) Applicants have paid the fee required by 37 CFR 1 . 1 8(e) via EFS-Web 
contemporaneously with the submission of this paper. [Fee code 1455.] 

(4) Applicants believe the correct PTA is at least 1724 days, and request the Office 
correct the determined PTA with a Certificate of Correction. 

a) Applicants do not dispute the Office's determination of the PTA of 668, 30, and 
1 055 days due to Office delays as shown in PAIR. 

b) Applicants do not dispute Applicants' delay of 29 days as shown in Pair. 

c ) Applicants believe the PTA grant of 1 1 1 days should not be awarded as the 
corresponding period of the delay is overlapping with granted B delay. 

d) Therefore, Applicants believe the PTA should be 1724 days (668+30+1055-29). 

e ) Finally for completeness, Applicants further request, if any, additional PTA 
accrued pursuant to § § 1 .702(a)(4) and/or 1 .702(b), or any other source. 

Applicant believ es no additional fees are due with this paper beyond the payment of the 
fees via EFS-Web. but authorizes the Commissioner to charge any fees due with this 
communication, or credit any amount being refunded, to Deposit Account No. 501430.
